Remarks 

This Office action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed on October 6, 2010. 
Claims 17-31 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

The objection to claims 22, 23, 26 and 27 for minor informalities has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The rejection of claims 17-22 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The rejection of claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on Winsel (U.S. Pat. 3,785,870) 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-21 and 23-31 are allowed for the reasons set forth in the prior Office action. 
Claim 22 is allowed. Claim 22 has been amended to recite, inter alia, a purifying device 
comprising an ion exchanger for reducing impurities of an operating liquid that purifies a process 
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gas from impurities. Claim 22 is allowed for the same reasons as previously set forth for claims 
17-21. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
